During my recent trip through "Wliilo 


County I had occasion to spend tho eight at 
OLIO of these rudo homes, ana will endeavor, 
for tho entertainment of tho readers, to 
draw a pen portrait of it. I do not, in my 
description refer to ono of the wretched 
Jittlo huts of ono room, where hunger and 
misery guard tho door, but to the abode of 
a mountaineer of average means and thrift. 


Tho house stauds in a clearing of somo 


ten or fifteen or twenty acres, comprising- n 
narrow strip of bottom land on the banks of 
a littlo stream or branch, while the rest of 
tho cultivated ground gently slopes upon 
tho mountain side. Tho houso is bull; of 
logs, the cracks either stopped with mortar 
made of clay or by split boards nailed over 
them. There are generally two rooms in, 
tbo house, and tho ono I am about to de- 
sijribo had a rude- porch in front, used aa a 
stortiEo place for agricultural implements, 
us also a saddle and bridle. A winding 
path of about fifty yards carries you to u.. 
;old spring, from which tho family bring 
inouS\Vator for domestic purposes.

I was as kindly received and treated as 
loapjtably as their means allowed. 
OOjcatering tho door of tho house I found 


rnyself stunned for an instant by receiving 
, severe blow upon tlm forehead. 
I tlien 


iiscovored—-what I ultcrwards round u» fcu 
i Ouatom among mountaineers—thai in cut- 
ing tho door, at least one more log sliould 
lave been taken out, and unless you hum- 
ily bow your head you aro reminded of tho 
nciviUty by u bump on. tho forehead. 
In spite of tho fact that tho mountains 
ibound in wood, you very seldom Cnd a 
good fire. Tho wood don't burn as readily 
as the growth of. middle- Georgia, and when 
hauled up it is left exposed to tho vain 
until ready for uso. There is a scarcity *f 
chairs In most of all tho mountain houses, 
ttore generally being only enough for the 
adult members of tho family. The visitor, 
however, is given the most comfortable 
seat, while tho family f.nd accommodation 
on the bods and boxes in the room. Tho 
wealth of the mountaineer seems to rest 
In bed-quilts, and you sco these coverings 
piled up in tbo comer of tho room as high 
»s your head. When thcso people havo 
superfluous money, instead of investing it 
in stocks or bonds, they go to tho nearest 
store and purchase calico with which to 
make moro quilU. Whcnconc of tho girls 
aarrles, this is her principal dowry. You 
find Ujo room filled with beds, aad they 
aro stuck everywhere it Is possible to place 
ono. Thoir literature is of tho crudest 
Jjlnd, consisting of several almanacs, dai- 
-tngbaclt a number of years, and perhaps 
,tvro or throe odd volumes of old novels, or 
a 
well-thumbed school-book. Tbcy aro 


never road, however, for when I opened 
one or two of tho booksl found on a shelf in 
tho room, they were covered with a 'thick 
coat of dust. Tho room is decidedly uncom- 
fortable. There aro numerous cracks in tho 
flacif and walls, through, which the keen 
.wfnd whistles. 


The meals aro prepared in tho othci* 


rooms at an opon fire-place, where is also 
kept tho loom aud spinning wheel. You aro 
given a seat at tbo table, but tho chair you 
occupy is so low that your plato is about oa 
a loval with your chin, and eating is a de- 
cidedly disagreeable undertaking. 
You 


aro given a greasy old Imifc, with ono sido 
of tho handle broken off, and ajforlc with a 
single prong, Your plate is the old-stylo 
blue-rimmed crockery, with a dMy crack 
nearly through it. Tho table-cloth has ten 
stained yellow with.- the numerous meals 
eaten upon it since tho last wash-day, and' 
it is stiff enough to Stand aiono on its 
Corners. 
Pried hogs' meat, floating in 


grease, Is invariably served, and this is 
passed to you in tho skillet, from which you 
aro expected to help yourself. Tho piece of 
Com bread is also passed by hand, and as it 
is- several inches thick and cooked very 
hard, it requires a pretty strong grip of tho, 
flcgers to break it 
If you aro given coffee-, 


it is nothing but weakened water. If tlicro 
Is butter on tho tablo, it is white, pethy 
stuff. While you aro eating, two or three 
children,who are engaged in sopping out. 
.the frying-pan, get into a fight in.wbich the 
head of tho house and the old lady aro pretty 
opt to tato tt hand before peace is re- 
stored. 
•When bedtime come, ono of Uio beds ia 


,ttio room is pointed, out ae you:.' place of re- 
pose. Perhaps there are several females in 
thd room, and you of course wait for them 
to retire before disrobing for the night. 
You will, however, find yourself disap- 
pointed. No moro attention is paid to your 
presence by thcso women than woro you a 


wood, and they will keep their scats 


by tho firo, smoking and dipping 
snuff. 


When you havo retired, thcv will go to s'cep 
in another bed in the same room, and per- 
haps not removed two i'ect from the ono 
you occupy. 
Even when thcro are two 


rooms to a house, all the' bods will fre- 
quently be placed in one apartment, to 
be occupied by tho entire family and their 
guests. 


A mountain bed, however, la far fro:n be- 


ing a downy couch of ease. Tho ticks aro 
straw or shucks that havo collected into 
lumps as hardas.plno knots. Pillows aro 
seldom used, but when, you find ono it is 
like resting your head on a rock. Tho quilts 
aro kept moro for an ornament than uso, 
and you wako iip.in tho night shivering with 
an icy RTast of wind coming through a crack 
in tho-wall about on'n level with your bocly. 


Tho next morning oil asking your bill you 


will find tho invariable charge to be—it mat- 
ters not what was your f tiro or accommoda- 
tions—twenty-nvo cents for each meal, bed 
J.nd horse feed. 


The mountaineer cares very littlo about 


'•what tho outside world ia doing, and you . 
may tell one a pieco of news ctx months. 
eld and it will 'bo fresh to him. 


ry illiterate, few' bcifig'.'iblo to 


\vrito their naxes, nnd their queer manner 
of speech mystifies :uul amuses an educated 
person. 


As I stilted, however, 1,hcso pcoplo are 


hospitable and kind. Some of the best sol- 
diers in the Confederate army were selected 
from among those mountniueers, and if they 
were taught habits of industry and thrift 
ami properly educated, would make a su- 
perior cb.ss o? citizens. 


Of course, in this description I refer only 


to the riiiliist. class of inhabitants of our 
mountain eountici;—thy typical moonshiner. 
It is, indeed, an intcrcstiug and instructive 
study to visit the homes of these people and 
sec how they live.

Those who have never visited a Wyoming 


cow or borsc ranch, especially during the 
winter months, when tho boys are ''laying 
around" waiting for the spring "round-up," 
and listened to their mauy stories of hu- 
morous, but more often exciting experience 
on the ruiigc, couched in a vocabulary pecu- 
liar to themselves, many words of which 
would be uninvclligib'.c to a stranger in tho 
country, can havo but littlo idea of the vol- 
umes of unwritten liistovy nud romanca 
thcso Jittla dirt-roofed log cabins contain. 


After uuppcr wo lit our pipes and sat 


around a pleasant wootl lire, while without 
tho wind howled and moaned drearily, blow- 
ing tho snow into tho gulches aud drifting 
it into groat banks on tho east and north 
sides of tlio surrounding mountains, where, 
in sheltered places, it would still bo found 
far into July. 


On this night, of course, the only thing 


talked of was wild horses, says a corre- 
spondent of tho St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
Rynairson told us of tho run ho and Pito 
Stoner and Carmody had given them ia Jan- 
uary, IS.JLJ, when they ran them, by taking 
threo "stations," for over ouo hundred and 
sixty miles, and cot them in tho pasture 
just at dark. Curmody having headed and 
turned them only after they had run them 
, eighty miles, brought them back and they 


"picked them up," and succeeded in getting 
them ill to tho pasture. 


Tho next morning they took fresh horses 


and corralled and cauprht|fourof tho twelve. 
Tho othcra jumped tho corral and got 
away. Out of these fonr they only saved 
one, a. thrcc-yoar-old stud that is now down 
on Swcctwater. A four-year-old baby filly 
got away tho third day after' tho cap- 
ture, and the other two, a, team of'match 
iron-grayc—one r. mare aud tho other a stud 
—e.iiuo to a str.ir.gc and one might say n, 
romantic end. It was noticed by those who 
had seen tho band running wild that these 
two iron grays always remained together, 
and, as tho boys put it, wcro "mashed" 
on each other.

These two horses were tied up separately , 


and fed hay and had water carried to them, 
but they refused to cat or drink and kept 
calling and answering each other. Yet 
when they were put together they appeared 
conlcnUxlandatcund drauk freely. After 
;'. few days the boys decided to break them, 
nnd named-tho stud "Romeo" and tho 
other "Juliet," from their attachment to « 
cac«: other. To break a horse, however, J 
that from its incancy until it has reached 
the ngo of five or six years has run wild 
and free, seeing man only as an enemy, is 
no easy task.

Itockford authority says : "They are not 
locuBts, properly spo.king, bat a species 
of tho cicada. They are not very harm- 
ful to vegetation, and do not teed niaoh 
upon it. 
The only way in which they 


cause any damage la by lodging their 
eggs in the extreme ends ot branches o* 
trees or bushes and overloading them so 
that tho break, giving tho foliage the ap- 
pearance ol a blight, while in reality it is 
not harmed but vary little. They are of a 
flattened cylinder shspe 
of 
orange 


brown color, two ' inches long, with 
wedge-shaped heads, red eyes and large, 
white luce wings, The eggs .after ma- 
turity di-op to the ground and work un- 
der tho surface to the roots of trees, up- 
on which tho larvoi are nourished for 
seventeen years. Then 
they work to 


ho surface and cling upon the trees de- 
veloping into matured specimens. iThey 
live but a few weeks in thair mature 
state, only long enough to deposit their 
eggs'. They were probably given the 
name oflocusts by early aettlers, who 
could think of no other insect which ap- 
peared in such numbers.
